| hallenged the correctness of some of Mr. Bright's figures about 
duties and taxes in India, and concluded thus:—“I have received these 

particulars direct from Lord Cranbrook, and deeply regret that by such 
unreliable statements from public men in high position the cause of 
Liberalism has lost many of its old supporters, and lowered its position 
; before the country. The following is a portion of Mr. Bright's reply — 
| “ You say that my statement that the income-tax presses upon men who 
| have 4s. a week is ‘totally untrue,’ and in the same paragraph you tell 
| me that the India Office has written to you to say that in India, excluding 
Madras, this tax presses on incomes over 100 rupees or £10. But 4s, g 
week is over 100 rupees or £10; therefore the tax presses on men who 
earn only 4s.a week. The Secretary for India in his communication to 
you does not appear to have touched upon the exemption from this tax to 
which I referred in my speech. I stated that the poor were subject to 
the tax, even men so poor that they only earned 4s. a week, whilst many 
Indian residents who were rich were exempted. I trust you will make 
this the subject of another communication to the India Office, and that 
you will publish the reply you receive. I am glad you have such 
regard for accuracy of statement. With this sensitive feeling on your 
part you must suffer much at some of the statements of Her Majesty's 
Ministers, and if you enter into a correspondence with them whenever 
their assertions are open to suspicion you will not lead an idle life,” 
Mr. R. H. Blades winced under this castigation so much that, in sending 
the correspondence to the London papers, he asked them kindly to suppress 
his name, which they did. But Mr. Bright sent the correspondence to 
the Manchester papers without any such reservation. Mr. R. H. Blades 
will not be in a hurry to cross swords again with Mr. Jacob Bright.

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THE REV. J. R. 0. WEST AND CHURCH DEFENCE. 


[BY W. D, BELMONT. ] 


@ SHOULD be sorry to think that any words of mine should do any 
‘f harm to the Church of England, or, indeed, to any Christian body 
w whatsoever; but that ought not to blind me to the fact that many 
untruthful statements have been purposely put forth in the name of 
Church Defence. That such statements as those recently placarded in 
Ancoats by the authority of the St. Philip’s Church Defence Association, 
at the head of whom is the Rey. J. R. O. West, the Rector, are untruth- 
ful in their essence, I think the following considerations will abundantly 
attest. 

It is not denied by any party in the country that the Church of England 
is by law established. But in order to set the matter at rest in the larger 
sense—that is, to show that the Church Homilies, the Prayer Book, Com- 
munion Service, Articles of Confession, and the Revenues of the Church, 
have all been debated and settled by the same Parliament which governs, 
this nation—a few dates of enactments will be of service to the reader. 

The Book of Homilies was put forth in 1540; the New Communion 
Service and Catechism in 1548, the First Book of Common Prayer in 1549, 
and the Forty-two Articles in 1553. These Articles are now the cele- 
brated Thirty-nine Articles, by which every Rector “‘ reads in”’ his rectory 
during the first month of his rectorship. This much is not denied, so we 
may very properly pass to the money question. 

Prior to the conquest by William of Normandy, about the half of 
England was in the hands of the clergy. The three centuries next 
following—1066 to 1356—can only be regarded as a continuous struggle 
between the clergy aud the crown. ‘The latter, eventually, succeeded in 
dispossessing the Saxon clergy, and in their places setting up the Papal 
clergy, and thus the crown obtained complete power over the Charch; 
any contumelious conduct upon the part of any ecclesiastic being followed 
by deposition, and often imprisonment. During all this period, the abbeys 
and monasteries were, at one and the same time, the places of worship and 
the poorhouses of the land. 

The Church remained in this position until the reign of Henry the 
Eighth, when, as everybody knows, the king seized all the Church pro- 
perty, and from that day to this the Church of England has never 
possessed the smallest particle of any description of property in her 
capacity as an independent corporation, such as the Wesleyans, Baptists, 
Roman Catholics, or other Nonconforming communities. The identity of 
the Church as an appanage of the State is further attested by the fact 
that in the reign of Elizabeth (1559) the Parliament passed laws “restoring” 
the royal supemacy over the Church, and settling the Prayer Book and 
the Thirty-nine Articles as they new exist. This “restoring” of the 
royal supremacy over the Chureh had reference to the surrender of 
Church lands, first-fruits, and tenths, which Queen Mary had been cajoled 
and terrified into making over to the priests, by the flaunting of the terrors 
of eternity against all the enemies of the Church. Of course, from that 
day to this there have been numerous changes, and not a few endowments 
by private individuals; but there are still about 13,000 benefices in 
England and Wales, of which a very large number are from the old 
foundations. The new districts, or perpetual curacies, as they are called, 
are, for the most part, very slenderly enlJowed—the old benefices are 
either rectories, where the incumbent receives the great, or corn tithes, 
or vicerages, where he receives the small tithe only. The great tithes 
had anciently been bestowed upon the monasteries, who undertook the cure 
of souls, and appointed vicars for the purpose, who lived on the small tithes 
and offerings of the poople. 

At the dissolution of the monasteries, many of the great tithes were 
given to laymen, and laymen now extensively hold them, and some to 
endowed colleges. Then followed the endowments of churches, which 
were all by private beneficence, and yet, as a practical fact, the ‘“ pious 
ancestor” theory is the least tenable of all the Church apologies. The 
commission of 1830 found the Church revenue accrue in the following man- 
ner :—Bishops, £181,631 ; deans and chapters, £360,095; parochial clergy, 
£3,251,159 ; total annual revenue, £3,792,885. The value of the Irish 
Church property was set down by Mr. Gladstone, in 1869, at £16,000,000. 
The Church rates amounted to£ 500,000 annually, but were no part of the 
minister's salary, being entirely devoted to the repairs of the Church fabric. 

From this brief outline of Church history, it is perfectly clear 
that the Church of England, as a whole, is a territorial, church; 
that she is entirely under the control of Parliament, just like a 








dockyard or fortress ; that she cannot add to her articles of belief, or 
abridge her form of service ; that her Houses of Convocation are of no 
legal power, though the Government of Lord Aberdeen called one House 
of Convocation together—after an enforced silence of 150 years; that it 
is even asserted by some ultra-Churchmen that cathedral chapters ought, 
according to law, to furnish Parliament with a balance sheet of all moneys 
received and disbursed. Notwithstanding all these matters, the Rev. J. 
R. O. West has the temerity to placard the walls that he “ doubts tho 
truth ” of the assertion that the State sets aside three or four millions of 
money to maintain a teacher of Christianity in every parish, as asserted 
by “ Verax ”’ at the beginning of January. 

With the usual polemical honesty of a schoolman, the rector of Bt. 
Philip’s states his queries with a casuistry worthy of the Jesuits. Hark 
what he says :— 

‘As I doubt the truth of this assertion, I shall be glad if you will 
inform me— 

I. When the State made this provision ? 
Il. From what fund the three or four millions are paid? 
III. What teachers of Christianity are the fortunate recipients of 
this State benefaction ? 


“TI need, scarcely, however, say that he is too well informed not to 
have known when he penned the lines they had no foundation in fact. 
(Signed), J. R. O. West,” 

Mr. West refers to ‘ Verax"’ in the last paragraph, and the italics are 
mine. 

Now, in the foregoing brief statement of the relations of the Church to 
the State, the reader will have seen that, whilst no part of the Imperial 
taxes are set aside to pay the clergy of the Church, yet four millions 
of money which would otherwise fall into the Imperial exchequer go 
into the pockets of the clergy. 

What can be thought of the noodledom around St. Philip’s Church out 
of which the Church Defence Association recruits its ranks? Verily, the 
Pistols and Bardolphs that grace that noble army of Church defenders 
would groan with a mighty cry of anguish were their oracle to call in the 
vaunted fifty pounds reward money in an hour of sapient satisfaction, 
and put the cash in the hands of an umpire who should have the power to 
decide the point of a State paid clergy. The position is exactly like that 
of the Duchy of Cornwall, the Earldom of Chester, the Dukedom of 
Lancaster, etc., as appanages of the crown, but perhaps the Queen and 
the Prince of Wales have not been informed of the neat way in which Mr. 
West ean dish the Radicals, and prove that four millions per annum 
come from nowhere and are swallowed up no one knows how.

GR MAN may, and does, often sell his goods and chattels to the las, 
ch stick and hoof by auction, and other methods, to raise the 
proverbial “ wind,’ but he rarely offers wife or children, even on 
the altar of necessity, and would as rarely, we opine, find a purchaser.
